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Powell County Crops. 

Talk about Powell county farm 
lands, t lie wheat crops in this 
county from what, we ran learn 
Will average more bushels per 
acre than will the crops of either 
our neighbor Bluegrass counties, 
and there are not a half dozen 
farms in the county but what one 
crop grown on the land will pay 
the cost of same. By this we 
mean that if all the cleared poor 
laud be put in peas and all the 
best land put in corn and the 
s tme well tilled and cared for, 
the money these crops will bring 
will pay for the lane. Can you 
find land that will do this in our 
Bluegrass count ies where so many 
of our best farmers are moving 
to each year? Those who con- 
template a move from this coun- 
ty should first study well the 
merits and productiveness of our 
own much neglected, though 
really valuable land before de 
ciding to make a change of any 
kind. 

New Kind Of Topographic Map. 

The United States Geological 
Survey is making a great topo- 
graphic map of the United States. 
More than 2,000 atlas sheets have 
been issued, showing nearly 40 
per cent, of the surface of the 
country. These sheets represent 
areas bounded by parallels of 

»4«««di%nB of. tougi- 
and for most engineering 
purposes are entirely adequate. 
However, a strong demand has 
grown up for topographic maps 
printed by county units, and to 
meet this popular demand the 
Survey has just issued its first 
county topographic map. Jeffer- 
son County, Ky., was selected 
for the experiment, and this map 
is now ready for distribution. 
The area was surveyed in co-op- 
eration with the Kentucky Geo- 
logical Survey, the State and the 



Federal surveva each contribut- 
ing to the cost of the Held work. 

The scale k)l:flf,IOQ, or ap- 
proximately one mile to ] inch, 
and the contour interval is 20 
feet. Kvery physical character- 
istic of the area is shown by the 
brown contour lines, which ram- 
ify in every direction. These 
lines indicate the approximate 
altitute of every acre in the 
county. They show graphically 
every hill and valley, peak and 
slope. Every river, stream, and 
swamp is depicted on the map, 
all the works of man — the mil- 
roads, trolley lines, Wagon roads, 
bridges, houses, churches, school- 
houses, and reservoirs — are shown 
in their exact relative positions 
to other and to the natural fea- 
tures of the country. Kven the 
difference between mat.iled roads 
and ordinary turnpikes is indi- 
cated. 

When it is recognized that ev- 
ery man lives on a farm can lo- 
cate his farmhouse on this com- 
paratively small-scale map with 
exact reference to adjoining 
fainihouses or to the natural fea- 
tures of the county, such as 
streams or hills, as portrayed by 
the fine hairlike countour lines, 
it can be seen that the map is a 
high product of the art of the 
surveyor, the engraver, and the 
map printer. The map is 30 
inches by 27 inches and is print- 
ed tt. tb'ree «r4w*? J ~^ , t1m*nri^ 
gin are shown 28 conventional 
signs, also printed in colors, by 
aid of which every feature shown 
on the map can be readily inter- 
preted. 

The Jefferson County maps are 
sold by the Geological Survey at 
the nominal price of 20 cents a 
copy, or at the wholesale rate of 
12 cents, if at least worth are 
purchased.

nopsis of a few of the laws in 
which we are most vitally inter- 
ested.

TMK DRINKINO (TP ACT. 

"The use of the common drink- 
ing cup on railroad trains and in 
railroad stations, public hotels, 
boarding houses, restaurants, or 
steamboats, in stores or publicly 
frequented places in Kentucky 
ss liefeby prohibited. No person 
or corporation in charge shall 
permet therein the use of the 
drinking cup in common. There 
must be a printed notice to the 
above eff ect in large letters plac- 
ed conspicuously near the public 
drinking water receptacle. Vi- 
olators of this act will be fined 
not less than one dollar nor man 
than ten dollars and each day's 
violation shall be deemed a sep- 
arate offense." 

KXFORCK SCHOOL ATTKNDAXCK ACT. 

"That every parent, guardian, 
or other person residing within 
the boundary of the county 
school district law, and having 
the custody, control or supervis- 
ion of any child between the ages 
of seven and twelve years inclus- 
ive, shall causo such child or 
children to be enrolled in and at- 
tend some public, private or par- 
ochial school regularly for the 
full common school or grade com- 
mon school term in each year in 
the common school district of the 
county in which the said child or 
children may live iu this com- 
monwealth." 

However, this provision may 
be waived should the child be 
taught at home the branches 
taught in the school for the same 
length of the school term, and for 
the purpose of ascertaining this 
is done, the county court may 
order the child to submit to an 
examination by the superintend- 
ent. It shall be the duty of the 
teachers to report at regular in- 
tervals the names of parents w ho 
fail to comply w ith the provis- 
ions of the act. Any person 
found guilty of making a false 
affidavit as to the age of a child 
with the intention to evade this 
act shall, if found guilty, be lin- 
ed in any sum not exceeding lif- 
ty dollars or by imprisonment in 
the county jail not exceeding 
thirty days, or both at the dis- 
cretion of the court. Any one 
violating the provisions of this 
act shall be liable) to a line of nut 
less than ten nor more than fifty 
dollars for the second and each 
subsequent offense.

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FACTORY WORKERS' PARKS 

Pennsylvania Manufacturer Laya Out 
Permanent Grounda About His 
Buildings. 

In a large town In Pennsylvania the 
owner of a factory alerted to lay out 
ornamental grounda about his build- 
ings and everybody marveled. Flow- 
er beds and green lawns made their 
appearance, vlnea clambered over the 
buildings and shade trees reared their 
heads In places needing shade. And 
still the people marveled. Soon aft- 
erwards a new lot waa bought, an of- 
fice building erected, the upper story 
waa fitted up for a recreation room, 
tables, a hundred chairs, magazines, 
newspapers, etc.. were furnished, and 
the announcement made that the room 
would be kept open Sunday after- 
noons. At this stage the curiosity of 
the people was so aroused that they 
asked for an explanation. 

The factory owner staled that ula

Park like Effect Is Caslly Given g*> 
l*Jlr.o a LlttleTSna In W 
Planting. 

With Informal planting In a wide 
parkway a park-like effect could be 
given on each aide of the street that 
would go far toward counteracting the 
barsb. monotonous lines of formality 
In curb, sidewalk and property line; 
also the flatness and Insufficiency of 
it all from a standpoint of beauty of 



outlook. Street trees could be planted 
at various distances between curbs, 
singly, In twos and In threes. Inter- 
spersed with clumps of shrubbery. 
This would give a narrow park-like 
effect on each side and could the 
walka be Included the effect would be 
rendered still more beautiful and plc- 
tureaque. The walks could gently 
curve from near one side to the other; 
the curves not so abrupt or pro- 
nounced aa to deter the hurrying pe- 
destrian from covering the shortest 
distance between two given points, 
yet enough to give beauty and vari- 
ety to the whole that would prove 
very satisfying to all observers. All 
herein outlined has been carried out 
In many places, not all abroad, but In 
our own country — In Chicago, for ex- 
ample — therefore there Is nothing Im- 
practicable about It The chief draw- 
back is that the returns are not quick 
enough for our wild-cat real estate 
boomers. Few can be found suffi- 
ciently unselfish or generous enough 
to plant for future generatlona and 
nothing worthy of emulation In this 
line may bt> built on a less stable 
foundation.
